Mr. A. M. Clapp the alleged 
chairman of the Central Republi 
can Committee has issued a call 
for the delagetes to meet at Wil- 
lard’s Hall, April 8th, and also for 
the election of delegates in the 
several legislative districts to said 
convention. The latter part of the 
call is not in conformity with the 
report of the committee that gave 
him the authority to ‘issue the call. 
He states that the presidents of the 
respective districts shall call meet- 
ings at such public place at balf- 
dast seven o’clock. For the bene- 
fitof Mr Clapp and the republi- 
cans of the District of Columbia 
we herewith publish the report, of 
the committee, that was adopted 
by the Central Republican Com- 
mittee which is the call by which 
we are to be governed and not the 
latter portion of the call issued by 
the chairman, Mr. Clapp. 


TIME FOR HOLDING THE DISTRICT MEETINGS. 


The committee returned and through the 
secretary, Mr. Chase, made the following re- 
port, which was adopted without debate: 

* RESOLVED, That the election of delegates 
to the District convention for the election of 
delegates to the Chicago convention be held 
on the evening of the 7th of April, 1884, at 7.30 
p. m.,and that the presidents of the several 
republican elubse be ‘authorized to call meet- 
ings and resolve themselves intoa meeting 
aud eleet five delegates and three alternates, 
and that the convention be held on the 8th 
day of April, at lo o'clock a. m., at a hail to be 
secured by the chairman of the central com- 
miltee; that presidents of the several district 
republican clubs be empowered to secure @ 
hallin their respective districts, and the mass 
meetings shall be advertised in at least one 


daily newspaper.” 

It will be seen that the report 
of the committee differs from 
the call issued by Mr. Clapp. The 
republicans of this District are de- 
termined not to be gagged by Mr. 
Clapp. We desire him to under- 
stand now, once for all,that by 
the power that gave the republi- 
cans breath, they don’#intend to 
allow him to govern fhis conven- 
vention as he governed the Cen- 
tral Committee. Willard’s Hall is 
no place to have a convention in. 
Two-thirds of the republicans are 
now dissatisfied. We know hy the 
renting of Wiilard’s Hall for the 
holding of the nominating con- 
vention, there is something 
wrong in Denmark, and if any 
game js to be played we shall be 
there to see it well done.

A meeting was held in Friends of Zion hall 
South Washington, last Wednesday evening 
ror the purpose of electing a marshal for the 
South Washington division of the emancipa- 
tion day procession, and to choose a queen 
and other officers to serve on that day. J. w. 
Branson was chosen to preside and R. E. 
Gilchrist as secretary. Jos. Thompson, 
treasurer; Henry Miller, marshal, and Miss 
Elizabeth Williams queen for the chariot- 
Speeches were made by G. L. Joy, Cheif 
Marshal; J. W. Branson, P. H. Carson, Rev. 
R. 8. Lawsand others. Rev. Mr. Laws dis- 
cussed the miscegenation bill now before the 
House District committee. He contended 
that the bill was about Sjo'years too late, as 
the races are already mixed. It is the Inten- 
tion of the bill to prevent further miscege- 
nation, he would favor it with an amend- 
ment providing that whenever a white or 
colored man is known to be the fatherofa 
child by a female of the opposite race, the 
penalty shall be not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $1,500, with additional punish- 
ment of five yearsin the penitentary. Some 
whoattended the meeting expressed consider- 
able dissatisfaction at the result. and say 
that Mr. Carson carried his point at the meet- 
ing by allowing women to vote, & thing 
which, the dissatisfied ones say, never oc- 
curred before.

It has been sald that Psesident Ar- 
thur will sign the Fitz John Porter bill 
when it is presented to him. We can- 
not believe the report. [President Arthur 
is too loyal to the republic to do such a 
disgraceful act. He would not dare to 
insult the memory of Lincoln bg causing 
the Secretary of War to reinstate this man 
who had been convicted of disloyalty. 

It will be a disgrace to the government. 
When our great Senator from Llinois 
spoke last week he made treason tremble;

In opposing the passage of this bill, Sen- 
ator Logan said: ‘** In 1865, when war had 
ceased, when our citizens were no longer 
arroused by th@distant rumbling of artil- 
ery, when blood had ceaset!l to flow, and 
the good women of dur country, as minis- 
tering angels, had ceased to smooth the 
brow of the weary and wounded soldier, 
when all breathed freely once more, we 
then had reason to suppose that all things 
necessarily counected with the pursecu- 
tion of the war against rebellion would 
remain undisturbed, and that all pro- 
ceedings on the part of those in charge 
of national affairs which had been con- 
ducted in accordance with the laws and 
the Constitution were settled forever upon 
principles of equity and justice. Talk 
about this being a trial of Fitz Porter, 
sir, he has been tried and convicted, and 
twenty years have passed, but to-day he 
appears as a prosecutor before the Con- 
gress of the United States against a court 
legally authorized, against the martyred 
President of thattime. It is the trial of 
those who are live; it is the trial of the 
graves of those who are dead with a charge 
that they delt unjustly by him; that they 
dealt with prejudice against him; that 
they violated the laws in their verdict; 
that they misconstructed the evidence; 
that they rendered an unjnst and an un- 
justifiable decision against him. These 
are the questions that we are called upon 
to-day to determine. Where can more 
sublime sentiments be found? Senator 
Logan indeed echoes the sentiments of 
the American people. If the bill passes 
the House we appeal to President Ar- 
thur in the name of our martyred presi- 
dent and the thousands of Union soldiers 
who are dead beneath the sod, not to sign 
the bill. The nation will weep, and the 
widows of the dead soldiers will give a 
universal condemnation. Let not the 
bill be signed.
